Pesticide use in Valley 
done with extreme care

Some 1,728,758 pounds of chemicals 
were poured over Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty’s agricultural acreage in 1974 in the 
form of more than 200 different types of 
pesticides. 
The insect and weed killers included 
aromatic petroleum solvents, benomyl, 
blue vitriol and chlorobenzilate, which 
are classified by the state as being low in 
toxicity. “Fairly harmless’’ to humans, 
in other words. 
Other pesticides were paraquart, di- 
syston-r, methyl bromide and phosdrin-r. 
They are called “hot materials” and are 
very high in toxicity. 
Nearly everyday in Santa Barbara 
COUnty — except certain periods during 
winter months — some crop, some field 
gets a dose of chemicals, but the dose is 
not given without county approval and 
according to state regulations. 
All pesticide use on agricultural land 
is done under the “control and super- 
t vision” of the Santa Barbara County 
Agricultural 
C om m issioner. 
That, 
anyhow, is how it is supposed to work. 
The county employs six agricultural 
biologists to insure that pesticides are 
used according to state and county rules. 
Pat Kaufman, an agronomy graduate 
from Cal Poly in Pomona, has the job in 
Lompoc Valley. 
“TTiis valley is very clean. I have writ­ 
ten very few violations,” reports Ms. 
Kaufman, who has been on the job for 
eight months. 
A hom eow ner can buy and use 
pesticides on his property without a per­ 
mit. A farmer can not do the same on his 
property. 
According to Ms. Kaufman, farmers 
are required to obtain a job permit for 
every single pesticide use. 
“If I know the farmer and I know he 
has proper storage and that his equip­ 
ment is in good repair and he has the 


knowledge to handle the pesticide — I’ll 
issue a permit right there in the office,” 
she said. 
If she does not know him, the farmer is 
in store for questions and inspections. 
The job permit requires the farmer to 
use the pesticide within a specified 
period of time. After the application is 
completed, the farmer must file a use 
report. 
The farmer has to fill out a use report 
even if he does not use the pesticide. 
Job perm its specify under what 
weather conditions the pesticide can be 
applied. 
Ms. Kaufman explained that most 
farmers limit their spraying and in­ 
jecting of pesticides to the class three 
and four types, the less toxic. They leave 
the application of hot materials to the 
professional spray com panies like 
Coastal Ag-Chemical in Lompoc. 
It is easier and cheaper that way. 
Applying class one and two materials 
is a costly and complicated business and 
a company like Coastal has the special 
equipment, protective gear and trained 
men to handle the business. 
Companies are issued seasonal per­ 
mits for the less harmful pesticides 
while individual permits are required for 
hot materials like paraquart. 
Most of Ms. Kaufman’s time on the job 
is spent touring the fields in Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez Valley, observing and in­ 
specting how and where pesticides are 
being applied. Sometimes this means be­ 
ing in the field at 4:90 in the morning. 
“Basically, I’m checking to see that 
they are obeying the law,” she said. 
She also spends time auditing Coastal 
records and checking its equipment and 
facility. (Coastal is the only professional 
based in Lompoc.) 
What is the possibility of a company 
like Coastal using a banned chemical 
such as DDT? 
“I would say nil,” she replied. “ For 


one thing they would not be able to buy it. 
Plus, I’m there all the time. I see what’s 
there. I have free access to that place.” 
What is the possibility of pesticide 
poisoning to field workers? 
“It is almost nothing. 1 don’t know of a 
poisoning in Lompoc to a field worker 
since 
I’ve been h ere,” said Ms. 
Kaufman. 
“The workers are not that dumb. If 
they know a field has just been sprayed 
they won’t go in,” she added. 
Assistant agricultural commissioner 
Ron Gilman states that there have been 
25 reported cases of pesticide-related il­ 
lnesses in the county among field 
workers in 1975. This fact is known 
because all physicians are required by 
law to report actual and suspected cases 
to the state. 
Upon investigation by the county, 12 of 
the cases proved to som e type of 
pesticide illness. Several were skin 
rashes, he noted. 
All of the 12 were caused because of 
“an accident or a misuse of pesticides.” 
“ This is 
im portant,” 
explained 
Gilman. “Alot of people think pesticides 
are dangerous even when they are 
properly used. They are not.” 
The remaining 13 cases turned out to 
be illnesses not related to pesticides. For 
example, a field worker might have a 
reaction to pollen instead. 
Statewide in 1974 there were 112 
reported cases of field workers exposed 
to pesticide residues, according to a 
state Department of Health report. 
County agricultural com m issioner 
Graydon B. Hall recently reported that 
despite the hundreds of tons of chemicals 
that were spewed over crops and fields 
in Santa Barbara this year “no traces of 
pesticide residues were found on any of 
the harvested samples including the 
water sam ples” taken by the California 
Department of Food and Agriculture 
Mobile Laboratory. 
State legislature convenes today

- The 
legislature convenes its 1976 session to­ 
day with the opening week spotlight 
focused on an expected $12.6 billion no­ 
ne w-taxes state budget proposal by Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The governor is scheduled to deliver 
his first state-of-the-state message to the 
legislature on Wednesday. The address 
will be broadcast live statewide. 
Also crowding the hectic first-week 
calendar are the medical malpractice in­ 
surance predicament, which threatens 
health care in Southern California, and 
an expected Senate veto override at­ 
tempt of Brown’s veto of a $34 million 
liquor tax increase. 
A battle over, the new farm labor law 
also is shaping up, while contests 
are developing for leadership posts. 
Returning from a four-month recess, 
lawmakers will begin the session in their 
familiar Capitol chambers. But plans 
call for legislators to move their floor 
sessions to temporary buildings around 


Easter while the Capitol is made safer in 
case of earthquakes. 
The new session begins 136 years and 
one month after the first California 
legislature convened in a San Jose hotel. 
Brown, who takes more personal in­ 
terest in the details of state spending 
programs than have other recent chief 
executives, must m eet a Saturday 
deadline for submission of his budget for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. It would 
be the second spending blueprint by the 
governor requiring no new general taxes. 
State Finance Director Roy Bell, af­ 
firming that the governor is “pretty 
adamant” against any tax hike, said in 
an interview the budget will reflect “not 
quite as much growth” as the average of 
10 to 12 per cent that California state 
government has experienced in past 
years. 
With current fiscal year spending es­ 
timated at $11.7 billion, an increase of 7 
to 9 per cent would put the new budget 
proposal at about $12.6 billion.

'Limited measures' 
to be taken to halt 
Soviet influence 


Bell said the administration is ex­ 
pecting an upswing in the economy with 
a slight easing of inflation and real 
growth of at least 5 per cent in the value 
of all California’s goods and services.

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - President Ford 
said today the United States will take 
“appropriate limited measures” to com­ 
bat unacceptable attempts by the Soviet 
U nion to in c r e a s e its in flu e n c e 
throughout the world. 
But Ford also told a convention of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation the 
United States would be making a serious 
m istakelf it decided to cut off grain ship­ 
ments to Moscow in retaliation for 
Soviet intervention in Angola. 
Ford called for all sides in the Angolan 
dispute to lay down their weapons and 
allow the Angolans to solve their own 
problems. 
“U.S.-Soviet rivalry in some areas 
throughout the world has, unfortunately, 
not ceased,” Ford said. "The answer is 
to take appropriate limited measures 
necessary to block — and stop — Soviet 
actions that we find unacceptable. And 
we w ill.” 
He did not specify what measures are 
under consideration. 
The 5,500 convention delegates listened 
silently and somberly to Ford’s warning 
that Soviet action in Angola endangers 
detente. 
But they burst into applause when 
Ford called for boosting farm profits and 
cutting government controls. 
The farmers interrupted Ford 22 times 
with applause. Each burst of applause 
followed such statem ents as “ you 
believe that farmers should be able to 
make a good living — and so do I” and 
“you believe in the minimum of govern­ 
ment controls — and so do I.” 
At one point, the President said he will 
ask Congress to change tax laws to make 
it easier for family farms to be handed 
down from father to son. 
“I want this done so that farms can be 
handed down from generation to genera­ 
tion without the forced liquidation of 
family enterprises,” Ford said. 
Ford flew from Washington to St. 
Louis this morning for the farmers’ 
meeting and a session with Midwestern 
newspaper and broadcast executives. He 
will return to the White House tonight 
after the trip which aides said was non­ 
political. 


"We favor an immediate cease-fire, an 
end to all outside intervention and a 
government of national unity, permitting 
the solution of the Angolan problem by 
the Angolans them selves,” Ford said in 
a speech prepared for delivery to the 
American Farm Bureau Federation con­ 
vention in St. Louis. 


“U.S.-Soviet rivalry in some areas 
around the world has, unfortunately, not 
ceased,” Ford said. But instead of stopp­ 
ing grain sales to Russia, as he said some 
in Congress have suggested, the Presi­ 
dent said, “The answer is to take other 
appropriate limited measures necessary 
to block — and stop — Soviet actions that 
we find unacceptable.” 
He did not spell out other areas of 
Soviet troublemaking or specify what he 
meant by the threat of “limited measu­ 
res.” 


Low count revealed 
for holiday deaths

Motorists during the 1976 New Year 
holiday recorded 402 traffic deaths, the 
lowest count for a New Year’s of similar 
length since 1962 when 388 fatalities were 
recorded, final figures showed Monday. 
“ As such,” said a National Safety 
Council spokesman, “it (the figure) 
seem s to reflect a general decline in 
traffic fatalities that we have seen for 
about the last 18 months. 
“It falls roughly in the area of our 
projection and we hope it indicates 
fatalities for the year 1975 will be as low 
or lower than they were last year.” 
A recent UPI survey of all states for 11 
months indicated that 1975 deaths on the 
highway were running slightly below the 
figure for 1974. 
The NSC had estimated that 350 to 400 
persons would die in the four-day holiday 
period. While the final UPI New Year’s 
figure edged slightly over the top es­ 
timate limit, the council spokesman, 
Ron Kuykendall, expressed hope the 
year 1975 might be the safest on the 
highways in more than a decade.

New storm sweeping 
toward Scandinavia 


BRUSSELS. Belgium (UPI) - A new 
storm swept toward Scandinavia today 
on the heels of weekend killer tempests 
that killed dozens of persons in a wide 
swath of destruction from Britain to the 
Swiss Alps. 
More than four dozen persons died and 
at least eitfit were missing as a result of 
the rain, snow and hurricane force winds 
that pounded the continent. 
Dam age to property, crops and 
livestock was expected to total millions 
of dollars. 
The London weather center Sunday 
predicted a new depression moving 
eastward across the North Atlantic 
would hit southern Scandinavia tonight 
with more rain and snow and winds of up 
to 63 mph. 
“ But it still won’t be anything as 
violent as (the storms) we had Friday 
and Saturday,” a center spokesman said. 
The tem pest swept into Eastern 
Europe Sunday after lashing the western 
part of the continent from Britain to the 
Alps with gales of more than 100 mph. 
Belgian weathermen said the winds 
would gradually diminish and then die 
out over the Black Sea. 
The Hungarian news agency MTI said 
60 mph winds — “the most violent storm 
of recent years” — felled large parts of 
forests, tossed about iron street lamps in 
Budapest and cut power ami heating to 
thousands of homes. 
In Czechoslovakia, Prague’s Ruzyne 
airport recorded 81 mph winds. Hie 
national Ceteka news agency reported 
telephone and electric service disrupted 
as the gales toppled trees across roads 
and rail lines. 
Twenty-four persons died in Britain 
where high tides and overflowing rivers 
flooded homes and pastures in many 
parts of the island nation. In the three 


counties south of London, more than 
100,000 persons were without electricity. 


Hie winds tore the roofs off several 
buildings and in a bizarre incident sent 
one of the pinnacles of the main tower of 
Worcester Cathedral crashing through 
the roof of the north transept. 


Tax cut action 
predicted to 
last for '76 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress was 
wise to reject President Ford’s $395 
billion spending ceiling and it probably 
will stretch the six-month tax cut exten­ 
sion approved at year’s end across all of 
1976, the Democratic House whip says. 


In any ca se, “ the state of the 
economy” will determine Congress’ ac­ 
tion after it gets Ford’s budget Jan. 21, 
said Rep. John J. McFall, D-Calif. 


“ ...We are going to take a hard look at 
what the economy is at the time we ex­ 
tend the tax cut in the middle of the year 
to determine whether it is necessary to 
have spending cuts,” said the majority 
whip. “And if that would promote jobs, if 
that would promote the economy, then 
that is what we will do.” 


Ford first vetoed a bill to extend 1975 
tax cuts for the first six months of 1976. 
Later he signed the same bill after 
Congress and Ford added language 
agreeing in principle to a spending ceil­ 
ing for fiscal 1977, beginning next Oc­ 
tober.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The state Air 
Resources Board, in a tough disciplinary 
move, today fined American Motors 
Corp. $4.2 million for producing dirty 
cars and submitting false test reports to 
the State of California. 
The board also stopped sales in 
California of all AMC Matadors, Hornets 
and Gremlins powered by the company’s 
V-8 engine and launched an investigation 
to determine if American Motors inten­ 
tionally falsified the test reports. 
Officials said the federal Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency and the U.S. at­ 
torney’s office will assist the state in its 
probe, which board Chairman Thomas 
Quinn said could result in additional 
legal action. 
Quinn said the $4.2 million fine was the 
strongest disciplinary action ever taken 
against an automobile manufacturer. 
He said ARB engineers becam e 
suspicious of American Motor’s testing 
several months ago after the company 
submitted reports indicating their cars 
were among the cleanest produced 
anywhere in the world. 
The state then conducted a series of 39 
tests which showed that 85 per cent of 


those cars failed either California em is­ 
sion standards for carbon monoxide or 
oxides of nitrogen. 
“We have never seen so many dirty 
cars,” Quinn said. “But even more 
serious is the fact that American Motors 
submitted false reports to the state 
which indicated that their cars were ac­ 
tually very clean.” 
Officials said the stop-sale order, 
which will become effective at midnight 
Tuesday, affects only models containing 
AMC’s V-8 engine. Quinn said 1,239 such 
cars are scheduled for sale in California. 
Board officials said additional tests 
will be conducted on American Motor’s 
six cylinder engines to see if they meet 
the state’s antismog laws. 
Under state law, automobile makers 
are required to test 2 per cent of all cars 
they produce and submit the results to 
the ARB. If the tests show cars in viola­ 
tion of the smog standards, the board is 
empowered to halt future sales and im­ 
pose fines. 
Last year Chysler Corp. submitted test 
results showing violations and the board 
fined the company $328,200 and halted 
sales until the cars were cleaned up. 


Solvang 
petition 
denied

The Local Agency Formation 
Commission 
(LAFCO) has 
d ecid ed to deny w ithout 
prejudice a petition aimed at 
seeking cityhood for the com­ 
munity of Solvang 


By a 3-2 vote after a round- 
the-clock session Friday the 
commission chose to call on its 
staff to make a report Jan. 22 as 
to length of time and cost of a 
complete spheres of influence 
study for Santa Ynez Valley. 


A lengthy spheres study - if 
authorized — possibly couia 
detail the effort of proponents 
of in corp oration to have 
Solvang voters ballot on the 
cityhood issue in the June 
primary election, if the petition 
eventually is approved. 


The commission's decision 
means that proponents of incor­ 
poration - led by Attorney 
Jam es Barnes and Daryl 
Nielsen, a building contractor 
- could make another bid for a 
favorable vote at any time. 


In another vote, the commis­ 
sion took the step of calling on 
the Board of Supervisors to con­ 
sider establishment of an Area 
Planning Council for Santa 
Ynez Valley, composed of 
elected members or appointed 
persons. 


County Supervisor Jame* M. 
Slater proposed all three mo­ 
tions which were approved. 
Santa Ynez V alley, though 
currently in Slater’s Third 
District, is slated to move to 
the Fourth District in mid- 
January through redistricting. 


The motion to deny without 
prejudice was supported by 
Lompoc City Councilman E C. 
S tev en s and co m m issio n 
chairman Tim Terry, of Santa 
Barbara, the public member. 
Voting no were County Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie, who 
will inherit the Santa Ynez 
Valley into his district later this 
month, and Santa Barbara 
Mayor David Shiftman. 


The decisive vote on the ques­ 
tion came after the five-man 
commission had heard Barnes 
and Nielsen argue in favor of 
“home rule" for Solvang, as op­ 
posed to the long-established 
county rule for the Danish- 
American community. Solvang 
is also governed by the Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im p ro v em en t 
District (SMID). 


Also, the commission heard 
extensive arguments against 
the proposal for a city of 
Solvang from spokesmen for 
the Santa Ynez Valley Citizens 
for the General Plan and valley 
communities which the com­ 
mission said would be adverse­ 
ly impacted by creation of a 
city with powers to expand into 
open spaces. 


The commission majority ap­ 
peared to take seriously the 
claim f of opponents, from both 
within and without Solvang, 
that a proper spheres study for 
the valley was needed to pin­ 
point the adverse impacts of in­ 
corporation as claimed. 


The citizens group called on 
the commission to deny the 
petition and to support the set­ 
ting up of a valley Regional 
P lan n in g C om m ission of 
elected persons to handle land 
u s e 
p la n n in g 
m a tte r s 
throughout the valley. This was 
one of the alternatives to incor­ 
poration as proposed in the En­ 
vironmental Impact Report 
(EIR) certified to the commis­ 
sion by the County Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality (OEQ). 
Persons elected to a Municipal 
Advisory Council could serve as 
regional planners, it w as 
argued, rather than have 
political appointments to such a 
planning body by a county 
supervisor.

As one close friend of Beat­ 
tie’s put it, “it’s his whole life,” 
and the coveted job of county 
supervisor isn’t one shucked off 
easily. 
If he announces his retire­

So far, Lompoc Mayor Art 
Scott and form er Lompoc 
mayor and current City Coun­ 
cilman E.C. Stevens have both 
disclosed that supporters have 
asked them to run for super­ 
visor from that district. 


Scott has declined to seek re- 
election on City Council, and 
this is a tipoff to some that he is 
serious about seeking Beattie’s 
position in the June Primary. 
Stevens is also supervisorial 
timber, his supporters claim. 


Robert Lilley of Lompoc 
serving as planning commis­ 
sioner from the Fourth District 
with Dr.

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Doctors begin slowdown 


LOS ANGELES (UP!) - 
Southern California doctors 
started their work slowdown 
New Year’s Day. but officials 
said the full impact of the 
protest against rising malprac­ 
tice insurance rates would be 
felt this week. 
The holiday season is a 
traditionally slow period for 
elective medical services as 
most people prefer to wait until 
after the new year for now- 
emergency treatment and 
many physicians take vacations 
at that time. 
O fficia ls at som e 200 
hospitals in the Los Angeles 
area waited to see how many 
physicians would return from 
their holiday vacations and 
most said elective surgery may 
be canceled if there is a great 
doctor shortage 
Physicians and state officials 
met this weekend to discuss the 
problem posed by higher 
malpractice insurance premi­ 
ums. The talks, which recessed 
Saturday, were called ‘’frank 
and useful" and were continued 
in Sacramento today. 
County-USC Medical Center, 
the largest facility in the 
metropolitan area, was expect­ 
ed to bear the brunt of slow­ 
downs at private hospitals. The 
center reported a "slight but 
not drastic" increase in 
emergency room treatments 
late last week and said if 
emergency cases increase elec­ 
tive surgery may be canceled. 
“Many of the patients said 
they came here because they 
called their doctor and he 
wasn't seeing patients,” a 
spokesman at UCLA Medical 
Center said. “So they came to 
UCLA.” 
Doctors at Santa Monica 
Hospital started their slowdown 
early — four weeks ago — and 
that facility has felt the crunch 
for n ea rly a m onth. A 
spokesman for the hospital said 
12 employes were trained in 
emergency room techniques 
and a 40-bed wing was set up in 
anticipation of emergency 
needs today. 
Since elective surgery was 
curtailed at the hospital, 
employes were put on a four- 
day work week to compensate 
for the loss in revenue. 
Doctors’ groups have flatly 
rejected a state administration 
proposal for a guaranteed in­ 
surance program in return for 
an increase in treatment of 
Medi-Cal patients and a 
p h y sic ia n -o p e r a te d and 
financed “medical peace cor­ 
ps” for underserved areas. 
Another group, called “Con­ 
sumers for Medical Accoun­ 
tability,” met Saturday at the 
Los Angeles Convention Center 
to propose legislation that 
would place a $5,000 ceiling on 
doctors’ insurance premiums. 
Dr. Roberta Ritter, a spokes­ 
woman for the group, said it 
was a consumer-oriented ap­ 
proach to the malpractice 
crisis. 
“The consumer is caught in a 
three-way cross-fire between 
insurance companies, physi­ 
cians and attorneys,” she said. 
Leaders to 
fight plan 
for peace 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Moderate political leaders have 
vowed to fight proposals to par­ 
tition Lebanon into religious 
zones as a means of ending the 
country’s bloody nine-month- 
old civil war. 
A three-week-old cease-fire 
appeared to be crumbling, with 
rival Christian and Moslem 
militiamen battling in Beirut’s 
shell-scarred eastern suburbs 
late Sunday. 
Snipers wounded six persons 
and gunmen set up roadblocks 
across the city. Police reported 
at least 48 abductions over the 
weekend. 
Christian militiamen turned 
back three trucks — and a 
small escort of army troops — 
on their way to deliver flour to 
a Palestinian refugee camp. 
The overall toll from nine 
months of violence rose to more 
than 8,000 killed and 17,100 
wounded. 
Security officials met in 
emergency session to try to 
negotiate a new truce for the 
suburbs but the state radio 
warned residents “not to ven­ 
ture out on the streets” Monday 
if security deteriorates further. 


On the political front, a sharp 
debate was shaping up over the 
issue of partition that until now 
both sides have opposed. 


Father Sherbel Qassis, chair­ 
man of the militant and ultra- 
rightist Maronite Monastic Or­ 
ders, said in an interview 
published Sunday that Lebanon 
should be divided into Moslem 
and Christian states linked by a 
federated government.

Reagan begins drive 
in New Hampshire 


CONWAY. N.H. (UPI) - 
California at dawn. High above 
America as she headed for 
work. The icy mountains of 
New Hampshire by nightfall. 
Ronald Reagan came East to­ 
day to try to tak e the 
presidency away from Gerald 
Ford. 
The first day of the six-month 
road to the convention ended in 
the remote, snowy hamlets of 
the North Country, 48 days 
before the nation's first presi­ 
dential primary. 
Reagan, 64, set aside three 
days to carry his conservative 
message into one northern city 
and 17 towns before heading 
south to Florida. Reagan faces 
Ford in the Feb. 24 primary 
here, with subsequent contests 
in Florida and Illinois. 
The daily schedule for the ex- 
C alifornia governor was 
modest in comparison to that of 
some Democrats who have 
campaigned exhaustively for 
days during the past year. 
Reagan planned appearances in 
10 communities in a 13-hour 
period Tuesday, the busiest day 
of his campaign swing. 
“If he can survive Tuesday, 
he can survive anything,” said 
Hugh Gregg, chief of Reagan’s 
state campaign. 
Reagan aides rely on at least 


15 days of campaign appear­ 
ances by the full-time candidate 
to achieve the 40 per cent show­ 
ing they said would be a vic­ 
tory. 
The Ford operation plans to 
offset the absence of presiden­ 
tial campaign time with ap­ 
pearances by nationally known 
Ford surrogates and with con­ 
ventional organizational ef­ 
forts. 
“We think personal appear­ 
ances are the most effective 
way to campaign rather than 
spending the money on any­ 
thing else we can think of,” said 
Gregg, a former govern«*. 
Reagan was to arrive at 
Manchester’s airport and im­ 
mediately head north. Ford 
allies laid out an icy welcome 
mat. 
A vice chairman of the Ford 
campaign, Senate President Alf 
Jacobson, R-New London, de­ 
manded an explanation of 
Reagan’s proposal to have 
states take over operation of 
$90 billion worth of federal 
programs.

Concorde 
decision to 
come soon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Transportation Secretary Wil­ 
liam Coleman says he will 
decide soon whether to let the 
Concorde supersonic transport 
land in the United States, a rul­ 
ing that could make or break 
the financial future of the 
Anglo-French SST. 
Today he presides over a final 
public hearing on the issue 
New York state officials are 
demanding the Concorde be 
banned from New York City 
and environmentalists want it 
banned thi runout the nation 
They say it is a noisy, dirty and 
dangerous plane. 
British Airways and Air 
France are seeking permission 
to make four Concorde flights a 
day from Europe to New York 
and two a day to Washington, 
starting this year. The British 
and French say the SST will be 
a financial failure if it is barred 
from the lucrative North Atlan­ 
tic routes. 
Their request is supported by 
Virginia state officials, who 
have said they will urge 
Coleman to approve, at least 
temporarily, two Concorde 
flights a day to Dulles Inter­ 
national Airport, located in 
northern Virginia and serving 
Washington. 
They say the only way to real­ 
ly judge the Concorde is to let it 
fly awhile. 


Coleman already is armed 
with an environmental impact 
statement filed by the Federal 
Aviation Administration, an un­ 
favorable report on Concorde 
noise filed by the Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency and argu­ 
ments for and against the SST 
from many other public and 
private organizations. 


He ordered the new hearings 
to get more evidence on such 
questions as the Concorde's 
safety, its fuel efficiency and 
the potential international im­ 
plications of a decision against 
SST landings. 


FDA requests 
oil definition 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
said today all foods containing 
fats or oils will have to list on 
the label exactly what kind of 
«1 or fat is involved so con­ 
sumers will know what they are 
getting. 
The phrase "vegetable oil,” 
for instance, will no longer be 
enough. It will have to be 
followed by an explanation — 
"corn oil,” "soybean oil” or 
whatever it really is. 
“Consumers will now be bet­ 
ter able to follow doctors’ 
orders to restrict certain kinds 
of fats and oils in the diet,” said 
FDA Commissioner Alexander 
M. Schmidt. “They will also be 
able to select the fats and oils 
they wish to consume for health 
and religious reasons and per­ 
sonal preference.” 


Under the rules the terms 
"vegetable oil” and "vegetable 
shortening” may still be used 
but they must be followed by 
the specific identification of the 
oil involved. 


Rough primary season faces Demos 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
With more primaries and more 
delegate selection reforms than 
ever, Democrats thought they 
had a good way of narrowing 
the field of candidates to a cou­ 
ple of serious ones by May 1. 
Instead, machinations of 
party bosses in big states and 
the prospect of favorite son 
candidates have thwarted plans 
for a smooth primary season. 
As a result the eight primaries 
before May 1 could produce 
eight separate winners. 
The most important question 
that can be settled in early 
primaries is whether Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace is vulner­ 
able to a challenge on southern 
turf from former Georgia Gov. 
Jimmy Carter. 


The Democrats hoped to dis­ 
courage favorite sons from 
locking up a state’s delegates 
prior to brokering on the con­ 
vention floor.

Soviets to conduct 
Turkish maneuvers 


MOSCOW (U PI) - The 
Soviet Union said Sunday it will 
hold military maneuvers along 
the Turkish border later this 
month. In making the an­ 
nouncement Moscow fulfilled 
one of its obligations under the 
recently signed Helsinki agree­ 
ment. 
The announcement said the 
two weeks of general ground 
and air maneuvers will start 
Jan 25 - exactly 21 days from 
Sunday — and last until Feb. 6. 
They will take place around 
the trans-Caucasian cities of 
Tbilisi, Yerevan and Kutaisi, 
all of which lie within 80 miles 
of the Turkish border. 
The announcement, published 
in newspapers, was in accord­ 
ance with provisions of the 
European Security and Cooper­ 
ation pact signed in Helsinki 
last July.

SATELLITE BEACH, Fla. 
(U P !)- Robert L. Woods is an 
unflappable man. but finding 
himself facing machineguns 
with Cubans at the other end is 
not a pleasant experience. 
Said the tanned, muscular 
businessman of Waukesha, 
Wis : "I d never been at the 
dangerous end of 50-caliber 
machineguns before and I 
didn’t really like it very much.” 
His wife. Jane, is pretty cool 
in an emergency, too. She was 
at the helm of their 55-foot sail; 
ing yacht Venture when a 
Cuban patrol boat pulled up 
astern with guns pointing 
"I just called, ‘Bob’,” she 
said 
The other crewmen of the 
Venture, sons David, 18, 
Daniel. 17, and Pete, 16, also 
took the incident in stride. 
Pete went below to get his 
high school Spanish dictionary 
to help interpret. 
"I had a pretty difficult time 
understanding them,” he said. 
The 48-year-old Woods, owner 
of a chain of food service firms 
in Wisconsin and partner in a 
Florida condominium project, 
told of their experiences at the 
hands of the Cubans, who held 
them and their yacht for three 
days. 
The Venture had sailed too 
close to the northeast Cuban 
coast Dec. 29 The family, freed 
after questioning and the in­ 
tervention of the Swiss embas­ 
sy in Cuba, docked at their 
home here Sunday night. 


Woods said they were halted 
about six miles from the 
lighthouse at Punta San Juan 
while sailing through the Old 
Bahamas Channel. They were 
allowed to remain aboard the 
Venture until Dec. 31. 
During that time. Wood said, 
he had his sons keep the Cuban 
seamen busy on deck while he 
sent an emergency radio mes­ 
sage under the cover of a stereo 
set with volume turned up. 


Two officials questioned 
them aboard a fishing boat Dec. 
31. Woods said he asked if the 
Swiss embassy, which repre­ 
sents U.S. interests in Cuba, 
had been notified. 


"One of the officials said, 
‘Right now, this is the embassy, 
right on this boat’,” Woods 
recalled. 


The family was taken to a 
barracks in a fishing village 
where they dined on rice, roast 
pork, biscuits and water. They 
returned to the fishing boat to 
spend the night. 


"I began to wonder if we 
would ever see our boat again,” 
said Woods, who had built the 
fancy yacht himself. 


“I resolve to moke 
one thing perfectly clear.

National rushed requalifying 
of pilots and mounted a heavy 
advertising campaign today to 
mark the end of the strike. An 
airline spokesman said limited 
service would resume at 8:45 


a m EST Tuesday with depar­ 
ture of a flight to New Orleans 
and San Francisco 
The airline said it will 
operate a "bare bones" service 
for a few days as it repositions 
planes and crews and tries to 
recapture business it lost when 
union flight attendants walked 
out Sept. 1 
Votes counted in Washington 


Sunday showed National’s 1,200 
striking flight attendants ap­ 
proved, 674-210, a second ballot 
on a work contract first 
proposed Oct. 23 
They had 
turned it down, 346-507, in 
November. 
A federal court had ordered 
another vote on grounds the 
November decision was unfa­ 
vorably influenced by local un­ 


ion officials. 
The two longest strikes 
against a U.S. airline both oc­ 
curred in 1946, also against 
National, when pilots walked 
out for 296 days and machinists 
for 174 days. 
The latest strike cost the 
south Florida economy an es­ 
timated $1 million per day in 
lost wages, purchases by the 


Miami-based air carrier and 
sales lost to airport conces­ 
sionaires. 


A union spokesman said 
National has collected a total of 
about $52.5 million from other 
airlines under a mutual agree­ 
ment between most U.S. air­ 
lines to aid each other in event 
of labor shutdowns.

Ulster 
terrorism 
continues 
BELFAST. Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — A series of bombinp. 
fatal siKxHinp and an Iri^ 
Republican Army threat to es­ 
calate terrorist violence ush­ 
ered in another troubled year 
for Northern Ireland. 
Five Roman Catlralics were 
killed and two critically wound­ 
ed Sunday in two separate at­ 
tacks on isolated farmhouses in 
th e IRA b o rd e r county 
stronghold of South Arma^. 
Widespread gun and bmnb at­ 
tacks across the troubled 
province injured 41 persons 
Saturday. 
Three men died when masked 
gunmen armed with revolvers 
aiKl submachine guns burst into 
a family reunion at a farm­ 
house near Lurpn, SO miles 
south of Belfast. 
The 52-year-old farmer was 
critically wounded, police said. 
His two sons aged 19 and 24 and 
their uncle were shot to death 
at close range. 
At the same time, masked 
gunmen raided another farm­ 
house near the village of 
Whitecross, two miles from the 
border with the Irish Republic. 
They brushed aside the woman 
who answered the door and shot 
her three scms. 
Two, aged 23 and 25, died in­ 
stantly, i^ice said. A third was 
critically wounded. 
Police believe two groups of 
Protestant paramilitary gun­ 
men were responsible for the 
shootings. They came a day 
after the IRA’s outlawed 
provisional wing threatened to 
step up its campaign to oust the 
British government fr(mi the 
province. 
The Belfast bripde of the 
outlawed IRA said in a weekend 
newspaper statement it was **in 
a position of unparalleled 
strength" to renew an all-out 
terrorist attack in Northern 
Ireland and the rest of Britain 
unless London began withdraw­ 
ing troops from Ulster. 
Security officials said they 
believe the IRA has built up its 
armories and formed two new 
Belfast battalions during the 
last year. 
Quake rattles 
New Mexico 
FARMINGTON, N.M. (UPI) 
— A moderate earthquake 
shook buildings over a wide 
area of northwestern New Mex­ 
ico and was felt as far west as 
Phoenix, Ariz., late Sunday, the 
National Weather Service said. 
Authorities said there were 
no initial reports of damai^ or 
injuries. 
Police in Farmington said the 
tremor occurred just after 
11:30 p.m. (MST) and they 
report^ receiving nearly 200 
telephone calls about it within 
20 minutes. 
An officer said the tremor 
"shook the building (police 
station) pretty good. It rattled a 
few pictures on the wall.” 
The state police office at 
Gallup said it had received calls 
on the incident from Gallup, 
Grants, Zuni, Crowiqwint and 
Window Rock, Ariz. 
In Pasadena, Calif., the Cal 
Tech Seismological Laboratory 
reported it detected a tronor 
measuring a possible 5.0 on the 
Richter scale. A spokesman 
said the exact magnitude or 
epicenter was difficult to pin­ 
point.

Staubach & Co. 
can do no wrong 
in rout of Rams 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Roger Staubach, who won the 
Heiiman Trophy in glory-filled college days, and Preston 
Pearson, who never even played college football, teamed to 
carry the Dallas Cowboys into the Super Bowl 
“We’ve been the underdog all season,” said Staubach 
“That’s the difference from before. People always expected 
us to go to the Super Bowl before. They didn’t this season 
The scrambling former Heisman Trophy winner from 
Navy was at his best Sunday, passing for four touchdowns — 
three of them to Pittsburgh Steelers castoff Pearson - in a 
37-7 upset romp over the Los Angeles Rams. 
So it’ll be the Cowboys against the defending champion 
Steelers in Super Bowl X at Miami, Jan. 18. 
“I certainly never expected we’d be able to dominate a 
good football team like the Rams the way that we did,” said 
Tom Landry, the 18-year Dallas ccach whose team went into 
the game as a six-point underdog. "It just seemed to be our 
day.” 
“1 honestly thought there was no way we weren’t going to 
the Super Bowl,” all-pro defensive end Jack Youngblood of 
the Rams said. “I had no doubts we would be in Miami — 
even with our injuries. But our luck ran out.” 
Staubach teamed with Pearson for an 18-yard touchdown 
on a screen pass in the opening quarter after linebacker D.D. 
Lewis intercepted a James Harris aerial 
In the second period, Staubach found Golden Richards all 
by himself in the end zone with a four-yard pass and Pearson 
later made a brilliant, diving catch of a 15-yard throw for 
another score. 


Just 5:55 into the second half, Staubach surprised the 
Rams with a shovel pass to Pearson for a 18-yard touchdown 
Austrian Toni Fritsch finished the Rams off with field 
goals of 40, 28 and 26 yards. 
“This was the most meaningful game I’ve ever had,” said 
Pearson, a nine-year pro veteran who signed with the Cow­ 
boys as a free agent after being cut by the Steelers. Pearson 
played basketball at Illinois. 
“I was scared to death when the game started. But I take 
pride in being able to play under pressure.” 
"As far as I’m concerned,” lauded Staubach, “Preston has 
been the key to our season.” 
Staubach completed 16 of 26 passes for 220 yards against a 
defense that surrendered an NFL-low 135 regular season 
points He also scrambled seven times for 54 yards. 
“Staubach is a great one,” managed a downcast Chuck 
Knox, the Rams’ head coach who now has failed three 
straight years to get his club to the Super Bowl. 
“Staubach’s the best ... he’s definitely the best,” said 
Youngblood, who had heated words with the Cowboys’ 
quarterback in the second half. 
“Youngblood was a little frustrated,” explained Stau­ 
bach. “I got mad when I thought he hit me late We bitched 
back and forth a little.” 
“Roger has had some great games over the years with 
us, ' noted Landry “This was one of his best, but I don’t 
know if I could say it was his greatest game ever.” 
After making the playoffs for eight straight years, the 
Cowboys missed last season. Landry said the key to this 


season was an 18-7 upset over Rams at Dallas in September 
to open the regular season. The NFC title upset of the Rams 
came one week after the Cowboys had shocked the Min­ 
nesota Vikings, 17-14, in the ice at Bloomington, 
"That gave us a lot of confidence,” Landry said. “We knew 
we could beat other good teams and keep ourselves in con­ 
tention.” 
The Dallas defense played a marvelous game against Los 
Angeles The Cowboys held Lawrence McCutcheon to 10 
yards rushing only one week after he set a playoff record by 
running for 202 yards against St. Louis. 


They intercepted the Rams three times, two by Lewis, and 
sacked quarterback Ron Jaworski five times for a total of 51 
yards Dallas linebacker Tom Henderson blocked a 34-yard 
field goal attempt by Tom Dempsey in the first quarter with 
the Rams trailing only 7-0. 


The key to the game, according to Lewis, a seven-year pro 
from Mississippi State, was holding McCutcheon in check. 
“ Against Minnesota,” said Lewis, “the key was to stopp­ 
ing Chuck Foreman. Against the Rams, we felt we had a 
good chance if we stopped Lawrence McCutcheon. So we 
geared our game plan to stop him.” 
“ I never thought there could be any team that could score 
four touchdowns against us,” said Youngblood. “And I never 
thought there could be any team that could hold us scoreless 
for three quarters.” 
The Rams averted a shutout in the last period on a one- 
yard touchdown plunge by John Cappelletti.

Raiders left out in cold 
Vegas may be factor 
in post-season play

Playing pretty much of a 
grab-bag schedule in their first season as 
independents, the Rebels don’t have a 
tough opponent until they play Hawaii at 
Honolulu on Feb. 21.

Conference play begins this week in 
the Pac 8 and the WCAC. 


UCLA, the defending national cham­ 
pion, ran its record to 10-1 last Saturday 
with an easy 86-70 victory over Notre 
Dame. The Bruins are idle until Thurs­ 
day when they invade Eugene to open the 
Pac 8 cam paign against Oregon. 
Southern California, which has an even 
better 11-1 record after edging Nevada- 
Reno, 88-87, in overtime, plays at Oregon 
State the same night. 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - A 15-degree 
temperature and a 17-mile an hour wind 
combined to freeze a few fingers and 
toes Sunday in the American Football 
Conference championship game between 
the Pittsburgh Steelers and the Oakland 
Raiders. 
The Steelers, however, get a chance to 
thaw out in Miami next week. 
The Raiders, for the fourth straight 
year, must remain out in the cold until 
next December when the National Foot­ 
ball League again conducts its annual 
playoff lottery for the right to appear in 
the Super Bowl. 
Pittsburgh unleashed a devastating 
defensive chill to match what nature had 
in store for the two AFC title game 
participants when its vaunted "Steel 
Curtain” defensive umt forced five tur­ 
novers and kept Oakland scoreless for 
almost 48 minutes in giving the Steelers 
a 16-10 victory and a second consecutive 
Super Bowl appearance. 
Pittsburgh will meet NFC champion 
Dallas Jan. 18 in Super Bowl X at 
Miami’s Orange Bowl. The Cowboys 
destroyed host Los Angeles 37-7 Sunday 
in the NFC title game. 
Linebacker Jack Lambert recovered a 
playoff record three fumbles and safety 
Mike Wagner intercepted two passes to 
help stymie the potent Oakland attack 
while quarterback Terry Bradshaw was 
warming up the Pittsburgh offense. 
"Turnovers decided it,” said Oakland 
quarterback Ken Stabler, who had a dis­ 


mal nine for 25 passing performance for 
102 yards through three quarters before 
catching fire in the fourth period to rally 
his team. "Big games are decided by big 
plays and we didn’t make enough of 
them.” 


The Pittsburg defense made all the 
big plays, highlighted by the perfor­ 
mance of Lambert, who killed one se­ 
cond half Oakland drive at the Pitt­ 
sburgh 20 and another at the Steeler 30. 


Lambert’s second fumble recovery at 
the Pittsburgh 30 set up Franco Harris’ 
25-yard touchdown run early in the 
fourth quarter to give the Steelers a 10-0 
lead. His third fumble recovery at the 
Oakland 21 enabled Pittsburgh to score 
its second touchdown on a 20-yard pass 
from Terry Bradshaw to John 
Stallworth. 


On both touchdowns, rookie defensive 
back Neal Colzie was the goat, failing to

An inability to relate 


If we ever wondered why 
Congress has done so little 
toward solving some of the 
more glaring econom ic 
problems of this nation, Rep. 
Alphonzo Bell of California 
has provided us with at least 
part of the answer. 


Speaking to his peers during 
the closing of Congress, Bell 
pointed out that if their con­ 
stituents think Congress has 
been all talk and no action, 
representatives should point to 
some very decisive action hav­ 
ing been taken. 


For instance, said Bell, 
Congress raised its own 
salary; it created automatic 
future pay raises tied to the 
cost of living index; it in­ 
creased the annual stationery 
allowance for Congressmen by 
23.8 per cent; it increased dis­ 
trict office allowances by 42.8 
per cent; it increased staff 
salary allowances by 12.5 per 
cent; 
it

some $5000 per year per 
member; and it passed 
legislation which could more 
than double tax deductions for 
living expenses in the District 
of Columbia. 
What does all this mean to 
us? Well, in terms of percen­ 
tages, the cost of maintaining 
one Congressional represen­ 
tative for one year has risen 
approximately 30 per cent dur­ 
ing the last two years alone. 
During the past 20 years, the 
cost of running Congress has 
increased by about 500 per 
cent. 
And in terms of what these 
representatives of the people 
are doing for the people who 
pay their salaries and ex­ 
penses, we can only judge for 
ourselves. One thing we do 
know, it’s pretty difficult to 
legislate effectively if you 
can’t relate to the problem be­ 
ing faced. And if our represen­ 
tatives are being cared for so 
well, how can we expect any 
better than we’re getting? 


Protection plan 


Outside of our homes, perhaps the 
biggest personal investments we all 
make is in our automobiles. Even though 
new car sales are slowly recovering 
from the slump, things, however, may 
never quite be the same again for 
Detroit. 
Because of the high cost of new cars 
and the prospect of 
still higher prices 
resulting from infla­ 
tion and federally 
mandated pollution 
and safety standards 
and because of the 
conservation ethic or 
whatever, more and 
more people are now 
holding onto their old 
cars or are buying 
used cars. The used 
car business is boom­ 
ing and it looks as if it 
will continue to boom. 
Also, there is a vast secondary market 
in repairs and services. 


According to a U.S. Department of 
Transportation study, over the average 
10-year life span of an automobile, its 
owner or owners spend some $250 a year 
to keep it going. Since the automobile 
population is about 100 million, this 
means an annual market of $25 billion, 
not including tire replacements or acci­ 
dent repairs. 


One of the big automakers sees the 
situation as an opportunity to score a 
beat on its competitors. American 
Motors Corp., the smallest of the four 
major automakers, claims it will now 
guarantee repairs made to any of its 
three million cars still in service, in­ 
cluding such vintage models as the 
postwar Rambler, Nash and Hudson and 
even the 1927 Essex. We don’t see many 
of those around anymore.

The “AMC Service Protection Plan,” 
as it is called, guarantees parts and labor 
for three months or 3,000 miles. 
While General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler also made similar guarantees, 
their warranties to the consumer are 
made by their dealers, not the company 
itself 
One of the virtues of its plan, says 
AMC, is that it will give the used-car 
owner the opportunity to go right to the 
company if he is not satisfied with the 
repair job done by a dealer. 


Industry observers predict that the 
other companies will follow the AMC 
lead and that eventually, most of the 100 
million cars on the highways could be 
covered by such plans.

WASHINGTON — As a measure of the 
poor state of the U.S. Navy, its ships 
were involved last year in an incredible 
17 collisions — most of them with other 
Navy ships. 
In the past month alone, three of the 
Navy’s proud aircraft carriers — the 
Independence, Saratoga and John F. 
Kennedy — have 
banged into other 
ships at sea. 
The worst collision 
occurred the night of 
November 22 in the 
murky waters of the 
Ionian Sea. During 
routine 
flight 
m aneuvers, 
the 
carrier JFK collided 
with the c r u ise r 
Belknap. The accident 
set off blazing fires 
aboard both ships. 
Eight persons were killed and 46 injured. 
25 of them seriously. 
Clearly, something is wrong with the 
Navy, which supposedly is supreme on 
the seas but apparently can’t steer its 
ships straight. We have written a 
number of reports, most of them taken 
from secret Navy documents, about the 
deterioration of the fleet. Here are our 
conclusions. 
The admirals have let the fleet run. 
down. We have seen classified reports 
about ships with rusting hulls, broken 
gear, inadequate equipment and foul liv­ 
ing quarters. Navy inspectors have also 
reported waste, mismanagement and in­ 
efficiency in the shipyards which are 
supposed to keep the Navy’s 580 
warships in repair. At best, the fleet is 
only in fair fighting condition. 
Yet the admirals always manage to 
squeeze enough money out of the budget 
for their own comforts. They also find 
funds for their pet projects, whether it’s 
a study of “the drinking practices of 
Navy personnel” or the roundup of stray 
goats and pigs from San Clemente island 
off the California coast. No less than 
President Ford has complained, ac­ 
cording to confidential White House 
minutes, that the military brass 
deliberately cuts muscle instead of fat 
when he orders a budget reduction. 
Like its sister services, the Navy is 
top-heavy with military brass. Most ad­ 
mirals can be found manning swivel 
chairs in the Pentagon, rather than the 
bridges of our fighting ships. The best of­ 
ficers, invariably, are assigned to the 
Pentagon where they occupy themselves 
churning out reams of paper. Our far- 
flung ships, therefore, are sometimes 


commanded by unqualified officers. 
Since the Navy brass is concentrated 
in the Pentagon, they become more ab­ 
sorbed with bureaucratic maneuvers 
than naval maneuvers. The fleet has 
been neglected, with infrequent practice 
runs and inadequate equipment. Routine 
refueling operations at sea, for example, 
resulted in four collisions last year. 


With the close of the Vietnam War, the 
Navy’s combat crews have no one to 
combat. They are at loose ends, whiling 
away their time at makework projects. 
Living conditions aboard ship have also 
deteriorated. Therefore, morale is low, 
discipline lax and efficiency poor. 
This naval neglect has been costly. The 
Belknap, for example, cost the taxpayers 
$700 million. Now it has been put out of 
action by a careless accident. 


Even the minor accidents have been 
costly. From confidential Navy docu­ 
ments, we have seen how much damage 
a sideswipe can cause, fhe carrier 
Saratoga and oiler Mississinewa, for ex­ 
ample, collided during refueling opera­ 
tions last month off the Florida coast. 
The Saratoga’s hull was ripped open 


and a refueling station was severely 
damaged. Aboard the oiler, more than 40 
specific pieces of equipment were 
damaged. 
But the most serious consequence of 
our naval neglect is that the Soviets are 
steadily overtaking the U.S. mi the high 
seas. Already, one Soviet fleet 
dominates the Baltic and Barents seas. 
Another is challenging the U.S. Sixth 
Fleet in the Mediterranean. A third fleet 
patrols the strategic Indian Ocean, and a 
fourth guards the approaches to Siberia 
in the Pacific. 
Many experts fear the modern, ex­ 
panding Soviet Navy is more than a 
match for the U.S. Navy. 
Footnote: A spokesman told us that 
the Navy is undertaking a thorough in­ 
vestigation of the recent collisions. He 
pointed out that some commanders had 
exhibited superb seamanship after the 
collisions. The destroyer Claude V. 
Ricketts, for example, conducted heroic 
rescue operations which saved dozens of 
lives after the JFK-Belknap collision. 
And the Saratoga’s coolheaded com­ 
mander, Capt. Robert Dunn, averted a 
possible catastrophe by taking swift 


emergency measures.

Meanwhile in Hong Kong 


Suppose a detail of border watchers of 
the Department of Immigration were to 
spot, on a midnight summer, a dozen 
Mexicans swimming across- the Rio 
Grande. What would become of them? 
They would be detained, interrogated, 
and sent back to Mexico. Once there, 
they would be set free by the Mexican 
authorities. There is 
no law against trying 
to leave Mexico. This 
is one of the items to 
look for if you are out 
to distinguish between 
societies that are 
totalitarian, 
and 
societies that are 
something less than 
that. 
The point raises a 
diplomatic problem of 
some magnitude. One 
of the questions Presi­ 
dent Ford is not recorded as having 
raised with his hosts in China is the mat­ 
ter of the Chinese who flee China seeking 
asylum in Hong Kong. Beginning about

one year ago, the Hong Kong govern­ 
ment, instead of granting asylum to such 
persons, had been bundling than into 
lorries, crossing the bridge, and dumping 
them into the arms of the People’s 
Liberation Army. The difficulty is ob­ 
vious. Ford, who in his dealings with the 
Chinese, speaks in a general way alike 
for Americans and for the British, can­ 
not bring up the subject of refugees 
without bringing up tacitly the reason 
there are refugees. They are fleeing 
something. What? The China of 
Chairman Mao. 
Hong Kong used to accept refugees, 
but no longer. The government gives as 
its reason arduously long stories about 
the strained living conditions in Hong 
Kong. In fact, the authorities seek to in­ 
gratiate themselves with the Chinese in 
order to accomplish several objectives, 
among them the diminution in traffic of 
legal emigrants (there are some of these 
— China cares less about where its 
derelict population wants to go). 
Early this year, a 26-year-old woman 
swam for 12 hours and finally reached 
Hong Kong, one of two of a party of four 
who made it, the ethers dying in the at­ 
tempt. She was scooped up and put 
before a Dickensian panel of justices, 
Messrs. Huggins, McMullin, and Picker­ 
ing, before whom Mr. Primrose, 
representing Her Majesty’s Govern­ 
ment, spoke about the illegality of her 
entry. It might have been a fragment out 
of Gulag. Mrs. Justice Huggins said: 
“Any person who comes to Hong Kong 
must have the permission of the Im­ 
migration Officer unless he had a right 
to land under Sec. 8 of the ordinance or 
under Sec. 9 (1) and Sec. 10 (1).” So, 
notwithstanding the entreaties of her 
Hong Kong mother whom she was not 
permitted to see, and her Hong Kong 
brothers, she was returned to Father 
Mao. 
"Nobody knows what happens to 
refugees who are forced back into 
China,” the American Council of Volun­ 
tary Agencies for Foreign Service wrote, 
in its protest against the new Hong Kong 
policy. “Neither the assumption of 
lenient treatment, nor the reports of 
harsh persecution can be verified. Yet 
there can be no uncertainty about one 
overriding fact: the refugees who are be­ 
ing summarily deported to China are 
people who have risked their lives in 
order to escape from China. The motiva­ 
tions of the freedom swimmers may be 
argued. The dangers attending the es­ 
cape are beyond dispute. An official 
count confirmed that in 1974 the Hong 
Kong police found 207 bodies along the 
most popular refugee routes.” 
Someone wrote, a dozen years ago, 
that the lesson of the slaughter of the 


Jews was not that the Germans owe< 
something to survivors — becaust 
nothing could be done to undo the horroi 
of the holocaust. The only way t< 
remember the Jews was to pledge that, 
such a thing will not happen again. So it 
was with Operation Keelhaul, whid 
required Americans and British to tun 
over to Soviet authorities in 1945 and 194C 
Russians who faeed death and concentra­ 
tion camps. Suddenly, in the living 
memory of Keelhaul, Mr. Primrose is 
right back at it. 
It reminds me ruefully that Churchill 
agreed to abandon Poland in return for 
continued sovereignty over Hong Kong. 
Better Hong Kong should be overrun by 
the Communists than that it should sur­ 
vive as a continuing witness to western 
callousness. The International Rescue 
Committee, true to its distinguished 
record, is trying to help.
